Just over fifteen months ago, 
May 17, 1963, the first tree was 
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felled to begin a three year pro- 


gram in the construction of Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration's Mississippi Test Op! 
erations., Since that beginning, 
much progress has been made in 
site clearing, excavation, dreds. | 
ing, pile driving, foundation work 
and building. | 

Mississippi Test Operations, a 
division of the George C. Marshall , 
Space Flight Center, Huntsville, | 
Alabama, is being established to 
Static test the space agency's largo 
rocket stages. The site will be 
operational in late 1965. Cost of 
construction of the test facility 
is estimated at $250 million. 

By mid-August, 17 projects had 
been completed for a cost of $5, 
995,924. In addition to the modi. 
fication of some existing buildings, 
these projects include a perimeter 
fence, harbor dredging, construc- 
tion dock and road "E", clearing 
of the Saturn V. complex, excava- 
tion for the lock and bascule 
bridge, railroad and classification 
yard, and foundations for two 
of the three test stands. 

The Southern Railway - System, 
at its own expense, brought in a 
10.5 mile track from Nicholson to 
the site. Since the track was com- 
pleted, 2,986 cars of equipment and 
freight have been shipped to MTO. 
Since completion of the harbor 
and construction dock, some 40 
barges of materials have been off- 
loaded there.

Adam said “what happened in 
Allantic City this week clearly 
demonstrates there is no need for 
a two-party system in Mississippi 
on a state level." 

The former lieutenant governor 
said laws provide “any elector can 
vote in the presidential election 
for any person of his choice for 
president or vice president of the 
United States without regard to 
; party lines and without any penal- 
ty for so doing. 

"There can be no penalty put 
upon the voter because he crosses 
la party line" Adam said. "That 
has been the law of this state for 
16 years.” 

Adam cited Chapter 308 of the 
laws of 1948 as permitting any 
elector to vote for any person of 
his choice for president or vice 
president without regard to party 
lines and without any penalty for 
80 doing. 

The remarks came after the 
Mississippi delegation walked out 
of the National Convention follow- 
ing a dispute over seating. 

Adam appealed for "a consolida- 
tion of our best people and their 
combined efforts to oppose these 
outside influences whose tentacles 
have reached into our body politic 
and now threaten us from within 
as well as from without.

cost of $7,045,864. In addition, 
there are active and comple.ed 
procurement contracts worth more 
than $12 million, These do not in- 
clude the technical systems con- 
tracts. The Mobile Dis.rict, U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, land 
acquisition and construction agent 
for NASA, will advertise and a- 
ward additional construction and 
procurement contracts during this 
fiscal year worth an estimated 
$25 million, Fiye relocation con- 
tracts worth $2,718,021 have been 
awarded. These contracts include 
one for relocating State Highway 
43 from the “fee” area to the east- 
ern tip of the buffer zone. 

The number of personnel on the 
site continues to build.up as con- 
struction projects move ahead. As 
of August 24, we had 2,365 per- 
sous working on the project, in- 
cluding 1,920 construction person- 
nel. The number of construction 
workers should peak at several 
hundred higher in the next few 
months. There are now 445 per- 
sonnel connec'ed with NASA; Gen- 
eral Electric, NASA's support con- 
tractor; Corps of Engineers; and 
others. 

Funds for fiscal year 1965 have 
yet to be appropriated, but it is 
expected that the total will be 
about $59 million. MTO was ap- 
propriated $19 million in FY 1962,
